That's my favorite high current low frequency relay also! 
Every big RF generator or amplifier I build uses mercury 
contactors for both step start and mains switching. 


I've never had a problem with them hanging up, but I've seen 
a few holes burned through in 200 amp mains switching 
applications when the load develops a short or the owner 
does something really stupid. The only real issue they have 
is when turned over they make a connection without coil 
voltage being applied. Gotta watch that during service! 


There are places for semiconductor relays or switches, but 
IMO only where you need super fast switching times.

Hi, Scott 


I remember using the HT-45 at the NY World's Fair in 1965, 

it was a very handsome setup with the HT-44 and SX-117. 

They had it set up with a Newtronics "Cliffdweller" 

rotary dipole. I used the rig on 40 cw "CQ de K2US" - 

a big thrill for a guy with a Knight T-150A and Lafayette rcvr at home. 


Electric Radio magazine featured a review of the HT-45 - 
they liked it a lot. The HT-45 uses a single 3-400Z, and is rated 
at a KW input on c.w., and 1 KW PEP input on SSB. 


The bandswitch, coil and tuning capacitors look robust. 
It uses an air system socket and chimney, if I remember correctly. 


Minox Drawbacks (to my way of thinking): 

No tuned input network (not a problem using an HT-44 exciter). 
Amplifier cabinet is not double shielded. 

Height of cabinet doesn't permit 3-500Z tube, only a pricey 3-400Z. 


If you find an HT-45 in nice condition, I'd say go for it. 


The HT-45 is a rebranding of the Radio Industries "Loudenboomer" 
linear, reviewed in June 1962 QST.

With HV multiplier kit MX-815B/U 
installed to measure up to 5kV. With 1 red and 1 black set of test leads 
(CX-1331), multiplier lead CX-939 and CS-927. Missing MX-1572 adapter, 
whatever that is. Physical condition: includes case, which needs cleaning 
and is missing one hinge but has no dents and the handle is intact. The 
positive terminal of the 1.5v battery tray is slightly corroded due to 
battery leakage. Otherwise the meter is extremely clean. Electrical 
condition: a 9v battery checked out fine on the high and low sensitivity 
10v ranges. Did not check ohms function; meter takes 1.5v and three 4.5v 
batteries. No manual. I'll throw in the military olive-drab 1.5v battery 
with the corroded + terminal. $20 plus shipping OBO.

The plate 
tank was wound on a 3/4 inch diameter dowel - not kosher, I suppose. The 
usual octal socket for the xtal. Sockets complements of the radio chassis I 
stripped to build the power supply on, 5U4G, of course. It lit up a 25 watt 
bulb nicely, the only thing of beauty along with the glowing filaments if 
the lights in the room were off.

Guys, 


I'm trying to pin down the dates that Heath introduced the AT-1 transmitter 
and the AR-2 receiver. I know that Chuck Penson says the AT-1 was "released 
just in time for Christmas in 1951 and quickly began shoring up in shack 
photos on the pages of QST." He also lists the AR-2 and the AT-1 as first 
appearing in the Heathkit catalog for FA (fall?) '52. Unfortunately I don't 
have complete copies of QST in that time period, but here's what I find when 
I look at the Heath ads in the following issues> 


January 1952, page 128, only test equipment. 

February 1952, page 128, only test equipment. 

August 1952, page 117, only test equipment. 

September 1952, page 131, only test equipment. 

October 1952, page 127, only test equipment. 

November 1952, page 123, only test equipment; page 96, grid dip meter. 
April 1953, page 138, grid dip meter; page 139, test equipment. 

May 1953, page 100, grid dip meter. 

August 1953, page 85, AT-1 Transmitter, AR-2 Receiver, grid dip meter. 


It seems rather unlikely to me that Heath would have two kits directly 
targeted to radio hams at Christmas of 1951 and in the fall of 1952 and that 
they would not be mentioning them in their QST ads until the middle of 1953. 
I was also licensed in March of 1952, and I my recollection is that the AT-1 
and AR-2 were not available then - or else I might have gotten an AT-1 
instead of building my own 6AG7/6146 transmitter. 


I would appreciate it very much if someone with a better collection of QST's 
would please check some of the issues that I do not have between "Christmas 
1951" up through July 1953 and see when the first mention of these two kits 
occurs. I need this "research" for an article on the AR-2 that I'm 
currently writing for Electric Radio.
